A ‘GENTLE GIANT

THE grieving sister of a house¬ 
bound man who died in a fire 
on Sunday night has paid trib¬ 
ute to a “gentle giant”. 

The body of disabled Stephen 
Page (57) was found in his Tithe- 
lands flat by firefighters after brave 
neighbours had tried in vain to save 
him by breaking down the front door. 

Speaking to the Star on Tuesday, 
Mr Page’s sister Carol Cobbold said 
she could not bring herself to visit 
his burned-out home. “I was due in 
Harlow today to visit him,” she said. 
“I’d do this every couple of weeks to 
see him and to help him out. 

“My eldest daughter went there 
and said the flat was like something 
from a horror film.” 

The death of Mr Page was a trag¬ 
ic end to a difficult life, said Mrs 
Cobbold. He was obese and had 
lived on his own since their moth¬ 
er, Dora Page, died shortly 
before Christmas. 

They had moved to Tithe- 
lands from Pennymead last 
year. 

Mr Page was physically dis¬ 
abled and had suffered from 
mental illness for a number of 
years. He had also spent time in 
the Derwent Centre at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Mrs Cobbold, who now lives in 
Wickford, said her brother had 
worked as a laboratory technician in 
Harlow before becoming acutely 
depressed 15-20 years ago. 

“He did not go out,” she said. “He

was very paranoid and so anxious 
about things. 

“He lived in the house in his own 
world. Unless you’ve known someone 
like that it would seem very odd but 
he was a big, gentle giant. 

“At one time he was married and 
had a good job. He had a good life 


then began to get ill. There was no 
real reason for it to happen; it could 
happen to anybody.” 

Firefighters were called to the flat 
shortly before 11.30pm after receive- 
ing reports of thick black smoke com¬ 
ing from the property. 

Neighbouring properties had to be 
evacuated while firefighters fought 
the blaze and searched the property 


wearing breathing apparatus. 

Less than 20 minutes later crews 
had extinguished the flames but fire 
investigation and police scenes of 
crime officers remained at the scene 
throughout Monday. 

A joint police and fire service 
investigation is now under way to 
establish the cause of the blaze. 

Mrs Cobbold thanked the neigh¬ 


bours who had broken down Mr 
Page’s front door in an attempt to help 
him before they were forced back by 
the smoke. 

“He wouldn’t have known many of 
his neighbours,” she said. “They were 
strangers and have families of their 
own and yet they tried so desperately 
to help him. 

“I am so grateful to these people.” 


Hospital agrees 
huge payout to 
stabbed cabbie

A TAXI driver admitted to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital after he was seri¬ 
ously injured in a brutal knife attack 
has won a multi-million pound pay¬ 
out after medical blunders left him 
with catastrophic brain damage. 

Leslie Stephen Dye (57), who used to live 
in Harlow, was rushed to the hospital after 
being stabbed by a passenger in his cab on 
May 3, 2003. 

He suffered multiple lacerations to his 
head, neck and ear as well as a suspected bro¬ 
ken nose and required extensive emergency 
treatment. 

He spent 10 days in PAH before being sent 
home, but lawyers representing Mr Dye 
claimed hospital staff failed to take note of a 
CT scan taken five days after the attack which 
revealed he was at risk of developing an 
embolism. 

On May 17 he suffered a major heart attack 
and brain haemorrhage before falling into a 
coma. 

Mr Dye, whose family sued the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust over failures 
to properly analyse the key CT scan, is now 
confined to his bed or a wheelchair, can bare¬ 
ly communicate and remains dependent on 
others for 24-hour care. 

His counsel, Richard Barraclough, told Mr 
Justice Burnett at the High Court in London 
that Mr Dye is now forced to live in a dedi¬ 
cated neurological institute - the Jacob 



Centre in Sawbridgeworth - where all his 
acute needs can be met. 

Mr Barraclough said Mr Dye’s underlying 
injury and its effects were not picked up as 
they should have been, leading to heart failure 
and catastrophic brain injuries. 

The PAH NHS Trust admitted liability for 
Mr Dye’s injuries. Barrister Christopher 
Mellor said the trust had written to his family 
to apologise for the failings in the care he 
received in May 2003. 

Mr Dye’s daughter, Emma Wilson, was in 


court with her brother Paul as the judge 
approved a settlement package comprising an 
£850,000 lump sum payment plus annual, 
index-linked and tax-free payments of just 
over £109,000 to cover the enormous costs of 
his care for as long as he lives. 

The judge said the stabbing and its conse¬ 
quences had a “devastating” effect on Mr 
Dye’s life and of all those close to him. 

Approving the terms of the payout, he said 
it was appropriate and safeguarded Mr Dye’s 
best interests”.

'Booze ban' proposal to crack 
down on anti-social behaviour 


TROUBLEMAKERS could 
be hit with an on-the-spot 
£50 fine or face arrest for 
drinking alcohol on the 
streets of Sawbridgeworth. 

An alcohol-control zone 
could be set up in part of the 
town in a bid to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

A public consultation has 
been launched by the East 
Herts Community Safety 
Partnership which is con¬ 
sidering applying for a 
Designated Public Place 
Order. 

This would allow police 
to confiscate alcohol from 
troublemakers, who would 
face a fine or arrest if they 
refuse. 


The proposed DPPO 
would cover the area of 
London Road, Bell Street, 
Knight Street, Great St 
Mary’s churchyard and the 
Bullfields and Vantorts 
Road play areas. 

Local residents have been 
sent letters and question¬ 
naires to gauge their views 
on the proposal. 

PC Tina Mustoe, of the 
Sawbridgeworth Safer Nei¬ 
ghbourhood Team, said: 
“We want people’s views on 
whether they think the 
DPPO is a good idea and if 
they think it would help 
make Sawbridgeworth a 
safer and better place to 
live. 


“A DPPO doesn’t mean 
people can’t enjoy alcohol, 
but it means we can help 
prevent people acting anti- 
socially and inconsiderately 
in the area by seizing alco¬ 
hol from them.” 

Completed question¬ 
naires should be placed in 
boxes which are located at 
the town council offices and 
doctors’ surgery - both in 
Bell Street - or the library 
in The Forebury by Tuesday, 
August 31.

WORK is now well under way on 
upgrading Harlow Town Station as 
the £390,000 project to modernise 
the dilapidated building and plat¬ 
forms gathers pace. 

The overtrack bridge is currently being 
refurbished to provide passengers with eas¬ 
ier platform access and lifts for disabled 
customers and those with push-chairs or 
heavy luggage. 

The area will eventually be completely 
transformed with new floor tiles, re-deco- 
rated walls and new lighting. 

Outside, the external canopies and fas¬ 
cia boards at the front of the station are 
also being replaced and renewed, while 
eight new parking bays for disabled pas¬ 
sengers are now in place adjacent to the 
station forecourt. 

The improvement programme - a joint 
effort by National Express East Anglia, 
Harlow Renaissance and Essex County 
Council - is on schedule for completion 
later this summer and follows the recent 
completion of the first phase of NXEA’s 
new £3m, 700-capacity multi-storey car 
park. 



The station, a Grade II listed building, 
will be celebrating its 50th anniversary 
this summer and NXEA managing direc¬ 
tor Andrew Chivers said it was due a 
makeover. 

“We are delighted to work in partner¬ 
ship with Harlow Renaissance and Essex 
County Council on the improvement 
scheme at Harlow Town, helping to pro¬ 
vide much better access for our customers 


and a greatly enhanced environment, 
transforming the look and feel of the sta¬ 
tion in its fiftieth year,” he said. 

“I am very grateful for the support of 
our partners which has enabled this proj¬ 
ect to proceed.”

Drugs arrest 
a 'wake-up 
call'for man 
planning to 
sell cocaine 


A HARLOW man caught in 
possession of 21 wraps of 
cocaine which he planned to 
sell to others has avoided 
being sent to jail. 

Marcus Redler (29), of 
Brockles Mead, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to possessing £492 
worth of the drug with intent 
to supply. 

The court heard he was 
caught at his girlfriend’s 
home in Milwards, Harlow, 
on October 25 last year after 
being searched by police 
officers who were called to 
a domestic incident. 
Samantha Lowther, 
prosecuting, said the officers 
found more than £250 in the 
pocket of Redler’s jeans 
along with 21 packets 
containing 12.3 grams of 
powder, 14 per cent of 
which was cocaine. 

He told police: “I do that 
stuff to make myself a little,” 
adding that he had 
purchased a total of 38 
wraps. 

Alex Lindsay, representing 
Redler, said in mitigation his 
client had received a positive 
report from probation after 
he previously had a serious 
drugs problem for a number 
of years. 

She added: “He’s essentially 
stopped. This arrest has been 
a wake-up call.” 

Imposing a 12 months 
suspended prison sentence 
and 200 hours unpaid work, 
Judge Patrick Moloney 
told Redler: “You’ve turned 
yourself around. It would 
normally have been a jail 
sentence for years.” 

He added: “It was a 
relatively small amount of 
cocaine and we don’t know 
the circumstances he would 
have supplied it in.” 


Lottery boost for 
Town Park plans 

PLANS to revitalise the Town Park have 
been given a boost after Harlow Council 
secured £104,000 of Lottery funding to 
develop the project. 

The money will be used to fine-tune 
existing proposals for the regeneration of 
the park, includung the restoration of 
Spurriers House, the redevelopment of the 
bandstand and a facelift for Pets’ Corner. 

A bid for further funding will then be 
made in March next year. 

Tony Hall, executive committee mem¬ 
ber and chairman of the council’s environ¬ 
ment working group, said: “The Town 
Park is a fantastic public open space. 
However, some areas are in need of revi¬ 
talising and it has been a while since any 
major investment has been put into the 
park. 

“Local people will remember the days 
when the Spurriers area was always 
buzzing and this is one of the things we 
want to bring back.” 

He added: “It is very good news that our 
bid towards funding the plans have made it 
through to the next round but there is still 
a little way to go and the council’s plans 
are also subject to match funding from 
other sources.”

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Fears over cuts to 
housing benefits

FAMILIES in Harlow struggling to make 
ends meet could have to find an extra 
£74.22 a month to meet increasing housing 
costs because of cuts to benefit payments, 
it was claimed this week. 

According to the housing charity Shelter, the 
cuts announced in last month’s budget will mean 
people claiming the allowance will have to stump 
up an average of £17.26 extra a week to keep a roof 
over their heads. 

The charity warns that pensioners and families 
on low incomes could be forced to cut back on 
essentials or take on extra debt to cover the 8.6 per 
cent drop in the allowance they receive. 

Chief executive Campbell Robb said: “These 
cuts will have a huge impact on hundreds of house¬ 
holds in Harlow and across the country, the major¬ 
ity being pensioners, those with disabilities, people 
caring for a relative or hardworking people on low 
incomes. 

“Despite trying everything they can to stay 
afloat, some will be pushed over the edge into a 
spiral of debt, eviction and homelessness.” 

He also warned that plans to link LHA rates to 
inflation instead of basing them on local rents will 
mean the allowance will not keep pace with rising 
housing costs. 

“The only way to bring the housing benefit bill 
down in the long term is to address our desperate 
shortage of social homes, which is pushing more 
and more people into the private rented sector 
where rents are almost twice as expensive,” he said. 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon insisted most 
households in Harlow would remain unaffected by 
the benefit reform. 

“This is very difficult issue but these measures 
are about fairness,” he told the Star. “At the 
moment the housing benefit system is unfair and in 
many cases is a barrier to helping people into 
work. 

“These reforms will mean hardworking Harlow 
people will no longer subsidise people living in 
very expensive properties in other areas of the 
country. Most Harlow families will be fine and sig¬ 
nificantly within the new limits. 

“In addition, the Government will triple the 
Additional Discretionary Housing Payments to 
help the most vulnerable who be could be affect¬ 
ed.” 



Streets among UK's cleanest 


A SURVEY of UK towns 
has found that Harlow has 
some of the cleanest streets 
in the country. 

The report by the trade 
union GMB using data 
compiled by the National 
Audit Commission 
concluded that the town is 
the 11th cleanest in 
Britain. 

Kier Harlow, whose duties 
include keeping the town’s 
roads and pavements clean 
for Harlow Council, said 
that the success had 
resulted from the 
introduction of a ‘wave’ 
cleaning system. 


Doug Goodyer, Kier’s 
regional general manager 
for environmental services, 
said: “Before we started 
the wave system two years 
ago, the streets in Harlow 
were cleaned every 12 
weeks in sporadic bursts. 
“Now we tackle it more 
regularly in one focused 
hit, which we have found is 
very effective for ongoing 
cleanliness.” 

He added: “My team are 
very thorough and I am 
extremely proud of our 
achievement. We’re like the 
A Team when we get to 
work!”

The changes to the national 
Heart network, which is owned by 
Global Radio whose portfolio of 
stations includes Heart, Classic 
FM and Galaxy, are the result of 
revised rules governing local radio 
introduced by regulator Ofcom. 

A Global Radio spokeswoman 
said the company would be invest¬ 
ing £7m on infrastructure and sys¬ 
tems across the UK but refused to 
comment on possible redundan- 


“Ten-17 will become part of 
Heart Essex which will broadcast a 
local breakfast show and drivetime 
show,” she said. “There will be an 
enhanced local news service on the 
hour through daytime,” she said. 

“The move from the Harlow stu¬ 
dio will take place towards the end 
of the month. I am afraid we can¬ 
not comment on presenters at this 
stage or other employees.” 

Local radio enthusiast Andrew 
Ward, of Northbrooks, Harlow, 
said it was bad news for the town. 

“Harlow should have a commu¬ 
nity radio station,” he said. “The 
most important thing is the local 
travel news which we won’t get 
anymore if it’s coming from 
Chelmsford. 

“Now, only breakfast and drive¬ 
time will be local. The rest of the 
time it will be the same broadcast 
across the whole country.”

SIR, Robert Halfon mbs his hands with glee at George 
Osborne’s budget (Star, June 24). No surprises there 
then but on what bizarre planet can it be described as a 
‘Robin Hood’ budget? 

Next he’ll be asking us to believe that he’s always been 
in favour of the redistribution of wealth. 

The budget at it’s simplest level is one con after 
another. The coalition states that the measures were 
“unavoidable”. Wrong. Labour set out plans to cut the 
deficit by half over the course of the next Parliament.

Small state Thatcherism lies at 
its heart. I wonder how many Harlow Liberal 
Democrats voted for that?

THE amount of household 
waste being recycled in Harlow 
has doubled over the past year. 

According to latest figures relea¬ 
sed by the council this week, resi¬ 
dents are currently recycling and 
composting just over 50 per cent of 
their waste compared to around 25 
per cent last year. 

Council chiefs said the improve¬ 
ment is largely due to the introduc¬ 
tion last year of alternate weekly 
waste and recycling collections. 

At the time the measures were 
criticised by some residents who 
complained the introduction of thou-

sands of wheeled bins to the town 
would spoil the appearance of their 
neighbourhoods. 

But Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment working 
group, said the introduction of the 
new collection system had resulted 
in more items being recycled. 

“This includes food waste, which 
used to get buried at landfill but is 
now composted via a separate week¬ 
ly collection,” he said. 

“Not only have residents recycled 


more but the figures also show that 
more waste is being reduced and 
reused. We want to continue to help 
residents recycle all they can as well 
as reduce and reuse their waste. 

“The town is now recycling dou¬ 
ble what we were, which is a fantas¬ 
tic achievement by residents.” 

He added: “Whether 50 per cent 
is sustainable over the year is not yet 
proven, so I urge residents to keep 
up their excellent recycling efforts 
and to do all they can to ensure 
every scrap of recyclable waste goes 
into the right bin or bag.”

Council 
homes 
to get 
smoke 
alarms 


HUNDREDS of council homes in 
Harlow are to have smoke alarms 
fitted as part of a new fire safety 
initiative. 

Over the next few months Kier 
Harlow will fit the alarms supplied by 
Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service when they carry out gas 
safety checks on council-owned 
properties. 

Divisional Officer Mark Samuels, 
community copmmander for Harlow 
and Epping, said the partnership 
would provide the opportunity to 


install alarms in the homes of people 
who may not otherwise have thought 
about fitting one. 

“A smoke alarm is the single most 
important piece of equipment in any 
home,” he said. “They provide a vital 
warning at the first sign of fire, 
giving you and your family time to 
get out and to safety before calling us 
in.” 

The first homes to be fitted with 
alarms will be flats in high-rise blocks 
as they are considered to be one of 
the most important target groups. 


Playground delayed, but children in Potter 
Street will still have a pool to paddle in 


THE construction of a new play¬ 
ground and water play feature in 
Potter Street has been delayed fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of Roman ruins 
on the site. 

As reported in the Star in March, 
builders unearthed the remains of 
what was later identified as a Roman 
tile kiln when digging foundations 
for the new playground. 

Building work was stopped for 
eight weeks while a team of experts 
from Wessex Archaeology investigat¬ 
ed the remains, which have now been 
protected in situ. 


Harlow Council had hoped the 
new play area - the first phase of a 
project to regenerate the Potter Street 
area - would be finished in time for 
the start of the summer holidays but 
the expected opening date has now 
been pushed back until later this year. 

However, to ensure that youngsters 
will have somewhere to cool off in 
the summer months, the authority 
has decided to reopen the Potter 
Street paddling pool later this month. 

Joel Charles, chairman of the 
council’s community & citizenship 
working group, said: “The archaeo¬ 


logical find was very exciting for the 
area, but unfortunately this delayed 
building work on the new water play 
feature and was entirely unavoidable. 

“However, families will receive 
the same level of service as last year 
as we have made arrangements to 
open the paddling pool instead.” 

# HARLOW Council’s six paddling 
pools will open from July 22. The 
pools, which are located at Bush Fair, 
the Norman Booth Centre, Sumners, 
Staple Tye, Potter Street and the 
Town Park, will be open from 10am- 
6pm each day.

A T first glance this could 
be a scene from 
Quentin Tarantino's 
cult classic film Reservoir 
Dogs. 

But in this case it’s not Mr White, 
Mr Pink, Mr Blonde et al 
sauntering menacingly across a Los 
Angeles vista. 

The photograph was actually taken 
on the day the Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice Centre opened 
many years ago.

Ancient sea monster 
that dined on whales 



THE fossilised 
remains of a 
gigantic sea 
monster which 
swam in the 
oceans millions of 
years ago has been 
discovered in South 
America.

“It’s possible that they might 
have fought each other.” 

No one is sure why 
Leviathan died out, although 
it could have been because 
of the changing 
environment. 

Today’s sperm whales have 
entirely different feeding 
habits and much smaller 
teeth. Mmuch of the time 
they eat squid. 

Sadly, due to overhunting 
by humans, it is estimated 
that there are only around 
200,000 sperm whales left 
in the world’s oceans, 
making these gentle giants 
an endangered species.

TWILIGHT SAGA: ECLIPSE

THE tug of war for the affections of 
Bella Swan (Kristen Stewart) reaches a 
crucial juncture in the latest film based 
on Stephenie Meyer's best-selling teen 
romances. 

In the same way that the film version of 
Harry Potter And The Prisoner Of 
Azkaban was the darkest and most 
satisfying instalment of its series, this 
third helping of brooding vampires and 
snarling werewolves is the most 
entertaining to date. 

Director David Slade deserves some of 
the credit, cranking up the tension 
between suitors Edward and Jacob 
against a backdrop of impending civil 
war between rival bloodsucking 
factions. 

The leading cast have also settled into 


their iconic roles and Pattinson, 
especially, runs the gamut of emotions 
as his fanged hunk risks losing his soul¬ 
mate. 

Graduation approaches for Bella and 
the teenager must choose between 
Edward (Pattinson), the vampire who 
won her heart, and Jacob (Lautner), the 
best friend who has snuck into her 
affections. 

Rejection for one young man could 
potentially ignite the ancient rivalry 
between the lycans and the 
bloodsuckers. 

Meanwhile, Victoria (Bryce Dallas

of sworn enemies the Cullens and the 
Blacks can stop these ferocious, blood- 
crazed predators. 


Twilight Saga: Eclipse is a fast-paced 
romp that should delight ardent fans 
and draw in a few newcomers with 
briskly edited action sequences. 

The menage a trois generates the film's 
dramatic momentum, leading to tears 
and tantrums as the enormity of the 
situation becomes clear. Unfortunately, 
the character’s long-awaited declaration 
of love is unintentionally hilarious rather 
than touching.

I T’S all very well sampling a 
manufacturer’s latest 
product for a day or even a 
week, but to find out all there 
is to know about a car you can’t 
beat living with one every day. 
So say hello to the Seat Leon 
FR TDI, which will have to 
cope with everything that life 
can throw at it. 

Just like when you’re spending 
your own hard-earned, getting 
the model and specification 
right is crucial. The FR sits 
just below the full-on Cupra 
models in the Leon range and 
promises hot hatch looks and 
performance but crucially 
comes with the option of diesel 
power, making it a true all- 
rounder. 

The 2.0-litre common rail diesel 
offers a generous 168bhp and a 
mighty 2581b.ft of torque to 
back it up. 

This particular Leon also looks 
the part, not only because the 
FR add-ons give it real 
dynamism, but the 
combination of the white 
exterior colour and the 
optional black 18-inch alloy 
wheels is a winner.

Despite its relative familiarity, 
the Leon turns heads wherever 
it goes and also pulls off the 
neat trick of looking smart 
whether dirty or clean. Any 
nerves about 

kerbing the alloys has so far 
been allayed, thanks to the fact 
that the spokes curve inwards 
towards the wheel rim. 

The option box for the DSG 
gearbox has also been ticked 
instead of the standard six- 
speed manual. Although it adds 
£1,240 to the price, within a few 
hundred miles it proves its 
worth. 

With the lever in D, shifts are 
smooth and take place at 


sensible engine speeds, 
allowing you to eke out the 
maximum mileage from the 
frugal motor. It’s also a breeze 
in traffic and very 
undemanding. Move the lever 
into S when you’re in a hurry 
and it holds the gears right 
through the peak of the torque 
band and there’s an instant 
urgency to the way it drives. 
Finally you can take complete 
control using the wheel- 
mounted paddles, making it 
even easier to keep the engine 
in the go zone and in the right 
gear for a briskly-taken corner. 
That’s another aspect of the 
Leon”s impressive dual¬ 


personality. Although clearly 
firmer than the standard Leon, 
the FR still copes admirably 
with poor road conditions. 

Only the most unsightly and 
unreasonable potholes cause a 
disturbance - and that’s more 
about the state of the road than 
the car. 

The firmness is welcome on a 
challenging road, resulting in 
very little roll and confidence- 
inspiring amounts of grip. It 
doesn’t fall into the trap of 
being twitchy, however, as the 
steering remains quite light 
and sharp but never 
challenging. 

The Leon’s practical side has 


also been given a stern test. 
Rather than enjoying a 
pampered running-in period, 
within days of arriving at its 
new home it was immediately 
drafted in for a tip run and 
swallowed several bin bags of 
garden rubbish and a pair of 
internal doors after some seat 
folding. 

It’s also proved to be more than 
capable of carrying two small 
children in the back seats and 
all the paraphernalia that goes 
with them . .. and there’s still 
room for a normal-sized adult 
to squeeze between them on the 
rear bench. 

In a little over a month the 
Leon covered almost 2,000 
miles and with a box-fresh 
engine fuel economy is steadily, 
improving with an overall 
average of 38.4mpg over a 
variety of roads and driving 
conditions. 

As it loosens up, economy will 
improve still further, yet over a 
regular commute it’s already 
managed an impressive 
51.8mpg. 

So far then, so good. But with 
the prospect of another 2,000 
miles in a matter of weeks plus 
a family holiday, the Leon will 
have plenty of work to do.

RYE House Rockets have been 
dealt a double blow in what has 
been a disastrous week for a 
team chasing Premier League 
honours. 

New signing Robbie Kessler

“It’s a big blow for us, people don’t realise 
what a vital cog he is in the side as a mid¬ 
dle order rider. He often rises to the occa¬ 
sion.” 

Silver does at least have a week to sort 
things out as there is no official action at 
Rye House this weekend with the British 
Speedway Grand Prix at Cardiff.

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BIG YEAR LOOMS FOR ENGLAND COMMONWEALTH GAMES ACE CHLOE

P LAYING in the 2012 London 
Olympics is the ultimate goal 
for Harlow-born hockey 
international Chloe Rogers but 
the talented player has a few 
hurdles to leap first. 

The 25-year-old has accrued a lot of 
experience at the top level since her 
first England cap in 2003. 

Rogers relished the experience of 
representing Great Britain at the 2008 
Olympic Games in Beijing, China. 

This was her first appearance at the 
Olympics. 

Her biggest achievement to date was 
helping England seal the bronze medal 
at the Commonwealth Games in 
Australia in 2006. 

Rogers will need to draw on that 
experience as she is about to embark 
on an extremely tough schedule for 
England. 

The national team will compete in 
the Champions Trophy at Nottingham 
which starts this Saturday and goes 
onto July 18. 

Rogers also hopes to win selection 
for England at the Women’s World 
Cup in Argentina (August 30 to 
September 12) and the 
Commonwealth Games in New Delhi, 
India (October 3-14). 

“It’s going to be a pretty tough few 
months. In 2006 there were bigger 
gaps between these tournaments,” she 
said. 

“There will be only six days here 
[in England] after we come back from 
Argentina before we go to New Delhi. 
There will also be the different time 
zones to get used to.” 

However, Rogers will go into these 
events on the back of a very 
successful treble-winning season with 
her club Leicester. 

This was her second season in the 
Midlands after joining from 
Chelmsford. 

She hopes to replicate this form and 
is aiming for a repeat of her form in 
2006. 

Rogers scored in the penalty shoot¬ 
out against New Zealand in the third 
play-off match, which earned England 
the bronze medal. 

It will be a tough ask this time 
around though and Rogers says the 
side is bidding to bounce back from a 
disappointing 2009. 

England were bottom in the 
Champions Trophy last year and 
finished 7th at the World Cup. 

“We had a fantastic year at Leicester

and want to transfer the winning 
culture to England,” she said. 

“Training with England is a full¬ 
time thing and we are trying to climb 
up the world rankings.” 

She added: “In the World Cup last 
time we finished 7th. We were close to 
making the semi-final. We ended up 
drawing against Spain. We needed to 
beat them. It was very disappointing 
not to make the semi-finals. 

“The Champions Trophy is every 
year. We finished 6th [out of six 
teams]. It was disappointing. We had a 
number of new faces after Beijing. We 
can only improve on that. 

“You want to try and get medals in 


every tournament you are in but the 
Commonwealth Games gives us the 
best chance of a medal. Strong teams 
like Germany and Argentina are not in 
it and it has [plenty of] media 
coverage. “ 

Rogers is obviously not keen to 
settle in a comfort zone. Chelmsford 
are a successful club but the excellent 
coaching on offer at Leicester was a 
factor in her moving up to the 
Midlands. 

She also feels confident at the 
top level and that she still has to 
peak as a player. 

“I moved to Leicester after 
Beijing. I thought I would try a J 


new club,” 
she said. “The 
coaches had a 
good 


reputation and I was training up at 
Loughborough [at the England base] a 
lot.” 

“I have played in all the major 
tournaments now and am 25. Twenty 
six or twenty seven is probably your 
peak as a player.” 

Unlike some sports people who live 
in their own bubble, Rogers is firmly 
in touch with the grassroots level of 
the game she loves. She is also 
grateful to the help given by close pal 
Lisa Wooding, also from west Essex. 
The two broke into the England team 
at about the same time. 

Rogers is employed full-time by 
Essex County Council as a sporting 
ambassador to youngsters in schools 
across the region. 

“I give talks to kids and get the 
chance to pass on my skills,” she said. 

“Lisa showed a path way and she 
helped me with tactics and gave me 
good tips.” 

Rogers is keeping her feet on the 
ground about the London 2012 
Olympics but hopes to be there as part 
of the Great Britain squad. 

“It’s a long way off but everyone 
wants to be [playing] at London and it 
would be fantastic to play in your own 
country at the Olympics,” she said. 

“There could also be girls coming 
through from the U-21 squad. 

“There are also 
the Scottish girls. 
Competition for 
places will be tough 
and there will be 
quite a few players 
who do not make it 
having worked hard 
to do so.”

to bat it out and get a draw, but the results 
last weekend enabled Hill to overtake 
McNally’s men in the top two promotion 
spots in division two of the Shepherd 
Neame Essex League. 

Harlow won the reverse fixture but lost 
to Buckhurst Hill in the Essex League Cup 
at the start of the season. 

McNally said: “That’s the big one. We 
were going to cut our losses and bat them 
out of the game but now we are behind. I 
am looking to beat them. They are a good 
team. I hold them in higher regard than 
[leaders] Harold Wood. They are going to 


be hard to beat.”

Seconds skipper Ryan Jessey is promot¬ 
ed to the firsts. 

Benfleet were docked three points for 
their time-wasting against Harlow. 
Needing three off the last ball, Luke 
Heskett - who had earlier claimed a bril¬ 
liant 5-27 - tried to slog a boundary but to 
no avail as the visitors chased 208-9. 

The East Essex side battled back from 
84-5 at one point. 

In reply, Harlow only had 44 overs and 


scored 206-9 (Luke Monger 40) when time 
ran out. 

Earlier, the hosts started well with Chris 
Webb (23) and Jess Hancock (32) putting 
on 53 for the first wicket. 

Webb was given out lbw by Ahmed 
Khawaja while Hancock was the first of 
Heskett’s ‘five for’. 

This heralded a purple patch for young 
Heskett who removed Andrew Jenkins (4), 
Paul Tremain (10), James Walkinshaw (2), 
and Mike Tremain (13) and finished with 
excellent figures of 10-1-27-5.

Wimbledon delight for tennis coach Morris

TENNIS coach John Morris 
watched with pride as his star 
pupil completed back-to-back 
Grand Slam junior titles at this 
year’s Wimbledon. 

Having secured her first Grand 
Slam title at the French Open, 
Hungarian-born Timea Babos 
joined forces with doubles 
partner Sloane Stephens (USA) 
to take the Junior Girls title at 
SW19 on Sunday. 

Morris (28), of Ram Gorse in 
Harlow, has been coaching 17- 
year-old Timea in his role as 
Senior Academy Coach at 
Gosling Sports Park in Welwyn 
Garden City. 

When Timea (and Sloane) won 
the doubles in Paris, Morris 
became the first British coach to 
take a player to a junior Grand 
Slam title for 14 years. 

Morris has been working with 
Timea for the last 18 months. 
“She is winning Grand Slams 
already and there are things in 
her game we can improve. It’s 
frightening what she can do,” he 
said. 

She teamed up with Sloane again 
to beat Russian Irina 
Khromacheva and Ukrainian 
Elina Svitolina 6-2, 6-2 in the 
final. 

Morris, who has worked at 
Gosling Park for the last three 
years, said: “She has really 
embraced what we are doing. She 
came from the LTA having won 
very few matches. She was at a 
low ebb. We have worked very 
hard with her.” 

He also coaches Tara Moore at 
the Hertfordshire complex. 

The 17-year-old from Yorkshire 
lost out to Great Britain golden 



girl Laura Robson in the quarter¬ 
finals of the Junior Girls Singles 
at Wimbledon. 

Tara won praise from former 
Men’s Doubles Grand Slam 
winner Peter Fleming, who he 
picked out as one for the future. 
“When Tara lost to Laura Robson 
her focus switched to the score 
and she paid the price, but that 
was great for us as we have been 
trying to impress on her that it’s 
the performance that matters,” 
said Morris. 

“Fleming said she [Tara] was an 
incredibly talented girl. She has 
an unbelievable future ahead of 
her. I’m really happy for both 
girls.” 

He puts the girls’ success down to 
a strong team ethic. He works 
alongside a physio, fitness 
instructor and psychologist to 
move the players forward. 


“It’s very much a team effort. We 
are all buzzing at the moment. We 
waited so long for a Grand Slam 
Champion and now we’ve had 
two in a month.” 

Far from being limited to Robson, 
Morris believes the future is very 
bright for the British game 
despite huge criticism in this 
country and of the LTA (Lawn 
Tennis Association) which has 
plunged millions of pounds into 
the game. 

At the pre-Wimbledon 
tournament at Roehampton, Tara 
reached the junior girls final 
when up against top young 
players from across the world. 
“Both girls showed that in a 
relaxed mindset they are virtually 
unstoppable. They are formidable. 
Tara was 5-3 up against Laura 
[Robson]. Laura had no answer.”

He is a best-selling author and also writes for 
The Mail on Sunday and GQ.
